ARTICLE VI 

For purposes of Civil Defence 
Canada is divided into three types 
of areas: target areas, cushion or 
support areas, and reception areas, 

The target areas are the cities or 
other areas liable to be attacked in 
the event of a general war, 

The cushion or support areas are 
the districts surrounding the target 
cities to a distance of perhaps 50 
to 60 miles in radius, They are or- 
ganized to supply the target areas 
with reinforcements for Civil De 
fence work, and to receive the first 
influx of casualties and refugees. 

The reception areas are the dist- 
ricts outside the target and cushion 
areas, perhaps extending even into 
another province, They are organ 
ized to receive the casualties and 
homeless, 

If a raid were to take place the 
many casualties and homeless 
would be in immediate need of 
food, shelter, clothing, encourage- 
ment and information about mis- 
sing relatives; and the rural areas 
surrounding that target would have

On the question or not of dyna- 
mite will explode if set afire, the 
method involves strictest safety pre- 
cautions and rigid adherence to a| 
carefully developed procedure, Ex: | 
plosives will burn. Black blasting | 
powder and ditching dynamite are 
highly inflammable and even some | 
of the high strength gelatins burn} 
quite readily. But it is emphasized | 
that when set afire sometimes they | 
continue to burn and other times 
they explode. Although burning Is 
one of the means recommended foi 
disposal of explosives which have 
deteriorated to the point of being 
unsuitable tor use, the, method in- 
volves strictest safety precautions 
and rigid adherence to a safely de 
veloped procedure,

FARMERS’ HELP REQUIRED 


Record keeping to provide a basis 
for present and future operations is 


an important part of the farm busi- | 


ness, but for the progressive farmer 
knowledge of his own transactions 
is not enough. For efficient and 
timely production, he needs to know 
something about the intentions of 
farmers throughout the country and 
the kinds and amounts of farm pro- 
ducts available from time to time. 
The official source of information 
of this kind is the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics. Engaged in the Cana- 
da-wide business of fact 
they must rely for certain of their 
information on the farmers’ co-op- 
eration, 

Early in December, many farm. 
ers, Will have an opportunity to 
help in this important work, At this 
time of year the Bureau of Statistics, 
in co-operation with the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture and sim- 
ilar departments across Canada, 


conducts an annual survey of the | 


number of livestock on farms and 
the cost of farm labour, The survey 
has no connection with taxation, 
The farmers’ individual form is 
seen only by workers in the Domin- 
ion and Provincial agriculture stat- 
istical offices and the farmer is 
protected by law against the wrong 
use of his return, All individual 
forms are kept strictly confidential, 
Questionnaires for the 1951 sur- 
vey will be in the mail around the 
end of November, Farmers who re 
ceive them are asked to complete 
and return the forms just as soon as 
they possibly can, A widespread 
response is needed and the Bureau 
is relying on your co-operation,
